Be Put Under Embargo 


in European War 


W ASHING! 'ON—(/P>—A temporarily 


secret list of war implements, export 
and import of which soon will be 
licensed 
as a neutrality safeguard, 


was drafted Tuesday by the National 
Munitions Control Board. 


It now goes to President Roosevelt. 


When approved and proclaimed, the 
State Department said, "all manufac- 
turers, exporters and 
importers of 


arms and munitions and implements 
of war must register with the depart- 
ment and, after November 29, these 
, rticles may not be exported from or 
imported into this country without a 
licen.se issued by Ihe department tj 
cover each shipment." 


In the event of foreign conflict, the 


draft wa.- expected to form the basis 
of a presidential proclamation clamp- 
ing a mandatory embargo on "arms, 
munitions and implements of war" at 
the direction of the neutrality law. 


A demand for a complete prohibition 


against selling to nations at war was 
voiced in New York by Bernard M. 
Baruch. who urged special legislation 
in the last congress to take the profits 
rut of war. Upon returning from a 
European trip. Baruch said: 


"If we want to observe neutrality 


we must sell nothing to nations at war. 
There ain't no such animal as non- 
war material. Everything is a muni- 
tion. Remember that after a country 
i.-: at war. wheat, food, clothing and all 
the necessities of life required to care 
tcr the civilian population are as im- 
pertant as gas and bombs'."
